Every conference record, with the 
exception of one or possibly two, are 
absolutely in grave danger of being 
broken when the all-conference meet 
comes off this Saturday at Chaffey 
junior college oval, at Ontario. Ten 
of the present conference records 


have already been beaten in dual] 


meets, leaving only four that have 
not been equaled. 


Pre-meet dope points to a four- 
cornered gight for the championship 
between Compton, Long Beach, Glen- 
dale, and Los Angeles, Compton is a 
slight favorite to win. Santa and Ful- 
lerton are slated to fight it out for 
fifth place. 


Tom Donahue, Santa Ana distance 
runner, is doped to take first or sec- 
ond in the mile, and third in the 2 
mile. Donahue’s 4:31 mile at Berkley 
is as good as that of Minch of Comp- 
ton. His 2 mile mark of 10:22 is third 
behind Ashcraft of Los Angeles and 
Aebersold of Pasadena. 


If Captain Joe Warner’s leg muscle 
has healed completely he is carded to 
take a close third in the low hurdles. 
His 25 flat mark has only been bet- 
tered by Richards of Compton. 


Melvin Beatty’s 175 foot 4 inch 
mark in the javelin throw has also 
only been beaten once. Joe Forbes 
of Long Beach has tossed the spear 
185 feet. 


Art Jacques has a 6 foot mark in 
the high jump. Six feet wil probably 
take second or third. If Hank Lass- 
alette of Citrus competes, it will be a 
question of second place. Lassalette 
has a mark of 6 feet 6 inches.

Did you notice in the story on the 
conference track meet that three of 
the conference records are held by 
Santa Ana junior college trackmen. 
Maurice Guyer, famous U. S. C. red- 
head, and former Santa Ana captain, 
accounted for two of them. His 9.8 
hundred is held jointly with Frank 
Wykoff formerly of Glendale, and 
now Guyer’s running mate at South- 
ern California, and Gaines of Pasa- 
dena. The 220 yard dash mark of 
21.6 is Guyery’s alone. He set it last 
year. The other mark held by Santa 
Ana was made by Bob Vawter in 
1926, when he traveled the mile in 
4:37.7 seconds. This same Vawter is 
now running for San Jose State. 

In all probability the two sprint 
marks will not be beaten, but the 
mile mark is almost a cinch to fall. 
Wally Minch of Compton and our 
own Tom Donahue have both broken 
that mark in dual meets. Lets hope 
that Santa Ana retains the record. 


A survey of the league records re- 
veals that Santa Ana, Pasadena, and 
Glendale share honors, each holding 
three records. Not bad at all, Santa 
Ana! 


How many of those conference 
marks will be standing after Satur- 
day? Probably not very many. 


You can talk about hard luck, but 
you haven’t heard anything until you 
find out what’s happend to Coach 
Clyde Cook’s Don baseball team, that 
looked so promising at the beginning 
of the season, 

Our high conference moguls got 
together and ruled that no college 
athlete could play baseball and night 
ball. It meant that the athletes were 
to chose between a disorganized, un- 
followed jaycee ball team, or a night 
ball team which draws close to a 
thousand fans each game. The answer 
is simple, the jaycee conference is 
just “shot”. Santa Ana’s Orville 
Schuchardt, Leonard Natland, and 
Charles Andres, were barred from the 
team. Then Franklin Van Meter, and 
Gerald Scott were made ineligible 
and Vernon Valentine was put out 
with a wrenched leg.

Book Review 


“THE RUSSIAN THEATER” 
By 
Rene Fulop-Miller & Joseph Gregor 
Translated by Paul England 

Giving first and excellent survey of 
the Russian stage, from the seven- 
teenth century up to the present day, 
this book speaks of the art that ap- 
peals to the ear and eye _of the 
people of the rather than to the lit- 
erary side. “Every type of stagecraft 
from the simplest to the most highly 
conventionalized, from the rustic 
mystery play to the classical ballet 
has flourished in Russia during the 
last century and a half.” The people 
seem to want to make this a most 
important form of propaganda ex- 
pressing artistic and socialistic thor- 
ies. 

The second part takes up and dis- 
cusses the principal thories of stage 
production current in Russia during 
| recent years. Since 1905 they have 
been trying to get away from real- 
ism and in the following 10 years 
symbolist ideas proved more success- 
ful. After the revolution geometrical 
designs took the place of symbolism. 
New the cubist influence is seen in 
practically all present-day stage set- 
tings. Some of these are merely 
freakish while others form a striking 
effect and sometimes beauty. But 
people are still wanting something 
new—and where will that go? 

The third part contains several 
hundred illustrations of settings and 
costumes, most of them post-revolu- 
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jphalt streets—gawking crowds about
